G.S.R. 534(E) ,—In exercise of the poweis <on- 
ferred by section 67 read with clause(n) of section 2 
of the Monopolies and Restrictive Evade Practices 
Act, 1969 (54 of 1969), ihe Central Government 
hereby makes die following rules, namely :— 

1. Short Title and Commencement. —(I) these 
rules may be railed the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Trade Practices (Recognition of Consumers’ Assorta- 
tion) Rules, 1987, 

(2) They shall come into force on Lhe dale of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions — In these rules, unless die context 
otherwise requires, — 

(a) “Act” means ,1 In Monopolies and Res trie-, 
tive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (51 of 1969) ; 

(h) “Form” means a Form specified in die 
Schedule to these rules ; 

(c) “principal officer” in relation to a consumer 
association means any individual who is 
specifically authorised in writing or by 
means of a resolution adopted by such 
consumer association in that behalf. 

3. Application for recognition ol consumers' asso¬ 
ciation.—(1) Every consumers' association which is 
desirous of being recognised as a legisietcd consu¬ 
mers’ association, 

(a) shall have noL los< than ten consumers' as 
its members ; and 

(b) shall make ,an application for such iceogub 
tion in triplicate to the Central Govern¬ 
ment in the Department of Comp am A flairs 
in Form 1. 

(2) Every application made under sub-rule (1), 
shall be accompanied by a ctiallau or a bank draft 
evidencing the payment of a Re of lupccs five 
hundred. 

(3) O 11 receipt of an application made under sub 
rule (1), the Department of Company Allans shall 
note thereon the date of its receipt and shall forth¬ 
with coinmunicale such date to the applicant. 

(4) The Department of Company Affairs may, 
before issuing a certificate of recognition, require 
the applicant to furnish, within such period as mny 
be specified by it, such additional infoimudon as it 
may consider neccssniy. 
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(5) The certificate of recognition 10 be issued 
under sub-rule (4) shall be in Form IF 

(6) Where a certificate of recognition issued under 
these rules is lost, destroyed or mu)dialed, a dupli¬ 
cate may be issued oil an application made in this 
regard and on payment of a fee of rupees fifty. 

4. Payment of Fees — Fees payable under these 
rules shall be paid in accordance with the procedure 
laid down in rule 10 of the Monopolies and Res¬ 
trictive Trade Practices Rules, 1970. 

5. Refusal to grant of certificate of recognition to 
consumers’ association _ Where a certificate of re¬ 
cognition of consumers’ association has been refus¬ 
ed, the applicant shall be informed of the reasons 
for sucli refusal. 

6. Copies of certificate of recogntion to be sent 
to certain authorities — Every consumers’ . associa¬ 
tion which has been recognised as a "registered 
consumers’ association" shall furnish a copy of the 
certificate of recognition issued to it, to the concern¬ 
ed Consumer Disputes Redressal Commission esta¬ 
blished under clause (b) of section 9 of the Consu¬ 
mer Protection Act, 1986 (68 of 1986).
